The Gettysburg Joint School 
System may soon establish a sys­ 
tem of “distributive education’’ 
for its business course students, 
according to discussion at Mon­ 
day evening’s meeting of the 
joint school board at the high 
school here.

NURSES' REPORT 
The report of the school nurses,

height and weight. There were 23 
accidents requiring medicial at­ 
tention including eight in Decem­ 
ber.

Four schools dropped out to join 
new 
conferences which h a v e 
sprung up in the area recently. 
That left Chambersburg, Gettys­ 
burg, Waynesboro, Hanover and 
Carlisle in the league. Biglerville 
joined to make a six-team basket­ 
ball circuit, but the wholesale 
transfer of teams to other leagues 
spurred talk that the South Penn 
was rapidly disintegrating. 
There 
is no indication that 
Waynesboro or Chambersburg will 
discontinue participation in the 
South Penn.

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Kennedy Will Be Expected To Stimulate 
Promise To Seek Faster-Growing Economy 


Editor’s note — President­ 
elect John F, Kennedy faces 
two major economic problems 
as he prepares for his inaugu­ 
ration next week. One is a re­ 
cession at home. The other is 
continuing flow of U. S. gold 
abroad. Here's a report on his 
likely 
approach 
toward 
the 
two big economic issues, sec­ 
ond in a five-part series on 
plans and problems of the new 
administration. It is written by 
an Associated Press reporter

the nation’s capital.

WASHINGTON (AP* - As a 
presidentiill candidate, John 
F. 
Kennedy urged a faster-growing 
economy. As the president, 
his 
first problem will be to make it 
grow. 
The economy hasn’t been grow­ 
ing at all since mid-1960. It has 
slipped into its fourth recession 
since World War II and most fore­ 
casters see little hope of an up­ 
turn before spring or summer. 
Determined to hurry the recov- 
ery, Kennedy is expected to un­ 
veil an antirecession program soon 
after he is inaugurated on Jan­ 
uary 20. 
Even as he does so, however, 
Kennedy will keep one eye cocked 
over his shoulder at the second 
major economic problem he will 
inherit—the whopping deficits in 
the U. S. balance of international 
payments. 


LO SS OF GOLD 
With Americans and their gov­ 
ernment paying out more money 
abroad than they receive, foreign­ 
ers are collecting extra dollars 
with which they can buy Ameri­ 
can gold. The payments deficit 
approached $4 billion in I960 and 
gold sales to foreigners hit $1.9 
billion. 
Dealing with this problem can­ 
not be postponed, because it is 
causing foreign anxiety about the 
future of the dollar, the keystone 
in the free world economy. A sour 
dollar obviously would wreck Ken­ 
nedy’s plans for enhancing the na­ 
tion’s prestige, not to speak of 
other effects. 
Were the Eisenhower adminis­ 
tration remaining in office, its at­ 
tack on the recession might be in­ 
hibited to an important extent by 
:he gold problem. 
F E A R OF INFLATION 


Eisenhower backers say, for ex­ 
ample, that such traditional re­ 
cession cures as pump priming 
(red ink) spending by Uncle Sam 
■night worsen the gold situation by 
caning in the direction of tnfla- 
ion. 
Rising prices would make 
it more difficult to sell U. S. 
goods abroad and earn the money 
hat could reduce the payments 
ieficit and buttress the dollar. 
Kennedy, 
while 
deeply 
con­ 
cerned about the gold-payments 
iroblem , will give first priority 
o the recension. He is expected to 
xrime the economic pump. prob­ 
ably through a speedup in defense 
spending and road building, st irri­ 
gation of housing and expanded 
tnemployment benefits. 
WORE MORE 
President 
E is e n h o w e r 
has 
planned for a balanced budget in 
be coming fiscal year, and Ken­ 
nedy has declared himself gener­ 
ally in favor of that objective, 
oo. Whether it can be achieved, 
nowever, seems certain to hinge 
an actual economic developments, 
as well as presidential intent. The 
Eisenhower administration has ex­ 
perienced several big deficit years 


due mainly to business slumps. 
Should emergency government ac­ 
tion become necessary, economists 


believe Kennedy will not hesitate 
to propose them—including deficit- 
spending measures. 


M A Y ASK T A X CUT 


While the 
incoming president 
may trim his antirecession pro­ 
gram to a limited extent because 
of the gold situation, he will not 
let gold call the tune. 
Should the recession get severe 
enough, Kennedy might even ask 
Congress for a temporary tax cut 
to give the public more spending 
money. 
With 
Eisenhower, 
this 
would be a most unlikely maneu­ 
ver. 
In the final analysis, Kennedy 
may be willing to take a few risks 
with the gold situation because of 
his avowed determination to pro­ 
mote a dynamic economy able to 
afford broader social welfare pro­ 
grams. This goal will have equal 
rank with his foreign policy ob­ 
jectives. 
The President-elect made this 
clear during the campaign by re­ 
peatedly arguing there can be no 
strength abroad without strength 
at home. 


D IS P E L F O R E IG N F E A R S 
Indeed. Kennedy contends the 
image of a vital, expanding Amer­ 
ica would do much to dispel nag­ 
ging foreign fears about the dol­ 
lar. 
Even so, he won’t be able to 
let the gold problem slide, par­ 
ticularly since his antirecession 
measures will tend to raise new 
questions about the gold situation. 
Eisenhower 
has 
attacked 
the 
payments deficit by curbing fed­ 
eral spending abroad, calling for 
reducing the number of military 
dependent 
overseas, 
promoting 
exports, and urging more help 
from other nations in financing 
the free world’s defenses and de­ 
velopment. 
Kennedy may make some mod­ 
ifications 
but 
won’t 
undo 
the 
whole package unless there is a 
significant reduction in the gold 
drain. 
Since 
foreigners 
bought 
more than $370 million of U. S. 
gold last month, that reduction is 
yet to come. 
Finally, 
even 
as 
he 
worries 
about gold and the recession, Ken­ 
nedy will be pushing for a long­ 
term economic growth program 
and an attack on the persistent 
unemployment problem. 
In one of the sharpest shifts of 
policy direction in the economic 
field, the Elsenhower administra­ 
tion's preoccupation with fighting 
inflation is expected to be sub­ 
ordinated to new’ emphasis on 
full employment and economic ex­ 
pansion.

RESCUE YOUTH 
IN MINE SHAFT 


VIRGINIA CITY, Nev. (A P '- 
Larry Dacek, 15, of Reno, was 
recovering at home today from 
the effects of a close brush with 
death. 
He was rescued Saturday night 
from a shaft over the Sutro tunnel 
in Virginia City’s Comstock Lode 
country. 
Larry expressed his gratitude 
from his hospital bed here 
“All those guys did a wonder­ 
ful job.” he said.

Eisenhower figures, The AP sal 
that if Congress votes to spend 
no more than be suggests, then 
at the end of the fiscal year (June 
30, 1962), the government revenue 
will be $600 million more than its 
expenses. 
But this is based on a happy 
view of the future: The belief that 
the recession will get no worse 
and that a gradual recovery will 
begin in the next few weeks. 
This is contrary to the way most 
economists see it. 
“ EMERGENCY MEASURES" 
Just IO minutes after The AP 
finished moving the Eisenhower 
budget story it moved another as 
a bulletin out of New York where 
Kennedy is staying until his in­ 
auguration Jan 20 
This one started off: “President­ 
elect John F. Kennedy tonight re­ 
ceived study committee recom­ 
mendations for swift emergency 
measures to combat the business 
slump. 
The group also urged 
temporary tax cuts if the situation 
turns a great deal worse rn the 
spring " 
The study group, appointed by 
Kennedy 
to evaluate economic 
conditions, wasn’t predicting dis­ 
aster which would require massive 
spending and public works 
But it did suggest a bundle of 
steps to end the slump without 
trying to be drastic right away 
It then suggested drastic ones if 
the recession takes a mean down­ 
turn.
